Council Considers This Year's Paving Program 


PRESIDENT MAKES KEYNOTE OF 
HIS 
COMINO

FOR PRESIDENCY 


SPOKE TO 
SEVERAL 
HUNDRED 
NEWSPAPER EDITORS AT 
NEW YORK LUNCHEON

N ew Y ork, A pril 22.— P resi­ 
dent C oolidge today dedicated 
h im self to the task o f restorin g 
to A m erica its lost or forgotten 
ideals. 
H e m ade the keynote of 
his com ing cam paign 
for the 
presidency and the platform on 
which his adm inistration is to be built 
if he is re-elected the "law of service" 
both domestically and Internationally. 


The president in an address to sev­ 
eral hundred new spaper editors a t ­ 
tending the luncheon here of the As­ 
sociated Press, epitomized his platform 
in these words: 
"One 
of the 
preem inent 
r e q u i r e ­ 
ments of our country at the present 
time is to establish and em phasize in 
the public mind this law of service. 
The danger of America is not in the 
direction of the falure to m aintain its 
ideals." 
Around that thought Mr. Coolidge 
built up a complete program, both do­ 
mestic and foreign, of legislation and 
policy, which, he made clear, he will 
attem pt to carry out if elected. 
T o Mr. Coolidge this “law of serv­ 
ice” is not a sentim ental phrase. 
Ile 
said em phatically it was not to be 
confounded with a weak and Im prac­ 
tical sentim entalism . 
And then to il­ 
lustrate his m eaning he applied his 
idea of service to the question of tax ­ 
ation, governm ental economy, the up­ 
rooting of iniquity in high places, as 
disclosed by the scandal 
investiga­ 
tions and to A m erica’s foreign rela­ 
tions. 
T aking up first the scandals, Mr. 
Coolidge said their genesis lay in the 
"easy money" e ra begotten of the 
w ar and declared that it w'as not s u r­ 
prising some governm ent officials had 
been corrupted. 
"From all of this sordidness, the af­ 
fairs of the governm ent, of course, 
suffered," said the president. "In some 
of it a few public officers were guilty 
participants. 
But the wonder Is not 
that this was not so much or so many, 
rath e r than it has been so little and 
so few. T he encouraging thing at pres­ 
ent is the evidence of a well-nigh com ­ 
plete return to norm al methods of ac­ 
tion and sane public opinion.” 
He pledged himself to ‘’adm inister 
punishm ent w herever com petent evi­ 
dence of guilt can be produced." 
"T hat,” he said, “ I am doing and 
propose to continue." 
Blocs and m inorities m ust not ex 
p e d his help, the president said, in 
raiding the public treasury for money 
to carry out their projects. 
Declar­ 
ing th a t bills now before congress for 
projects backed by minorities would 
spell financial disaster to the nation lf 
their $3,600,000,000 total was appro 
priated he said: 
"The law of service m ust be ap­ 
plied to this situation. At present our 
country does not have a great outlay 
of expense but a great application of 
constructive economy.” 
He made in this connection a pass 
ing reference to the bonus but did 
not reveal his attitude on the insur 
ance bonus bill now in Its final stages 
in congress. 
On taxes the 
president 
criticized 
congress for its failure "up to the 
present time accurately to com prehend 
and expeditiously to m inister to the 
need of taxation reform s," but said 
he believed in spite of this there would 
be tax reduction. 
He assailed the op 
ponents of the Mellon plan who, he 
said, 
were 
assum ing 
the 
country 
wanted to evade the law of service 
and sought the benefits of governm ent 
without paying for that governm ent 
He said the idea that taxes on the 
great m ass of the people could be cut 
and more taxes' extracted from the 
rich was an unworkable principle 
He assured his hearers that funds 
mentally America is sound, its gov 
eminent in honest hands and its busi 
ness "Including the owners, managers

SPOKE TO SEVERAL HUNDRED 
NEWSPAPER EDITORS AT 
NEW YORK LUNCHEON 


( B y I'n it od P re ss) 
New York, April 22.— Presi­ 
dent Coolidge today dedicated 
himself to the task of restoring 
to America its lost or forgotten 
ideals. 
He made the keynote of 
his coming campaign for the 
presidency and the platform on 
which his administration is to be built 
if he is re-elected the “law of service” 
both domestically and internationally. 


The president in an address to sev­ 
eral hundred newspaper editors at­ 
tending the luncheon here of the As­ 
sociated Press, epitomized his platform 
in these words: 
“One 
of the 
preeminent 
require­ 
ments of our country at the present 
time is to establish and emphasize in 
the public mind this law of service. 
The danger of America is not In the 
direction of the falure to maintain its 
ideals.” 
Around that thought Mr. Coolidge 
built up a complete program, both do­ 
mestic and foreign, of legislation and 
policy, which, he made clear, he will 
attempt to carry out if elected. 
To Mr. Coolidge this “law of serv­ 
ice” is not a sentimental phrase. 
He 
said emphatically it was not to be 
confounded with a weak and imprac­ 
tical sentimentalism. 
And then to il­ 
lustrate his meaning he applied his 
idea of service to the question of tax­ 
ation, governmental economy, the up­ 
rooting of iniquity in high places, as 
disclosed by the scandal 
investiga­ 
tions and to America’s foreign rela­ 
tions. 
Taking up first the scandals, Mr. 
Coolidge said their genesis lay in the 
“easy money” era begotten of the 
war and declared that it was not sur­ 
prising some government officials had 
been corrupted. 
“From all of this sordidness, the af­ 
fairs of the government, of course, 
suffered,” said the president. “In some 
of it a few public officers were guilty 
participants. 
But the wonder is not 
that this was not so much or so many, 
rather than it has been so little and 
so few. The encouraging thing at pres­ 
ent is the evidence of a well-nigh com­ 
plete return to normal methods of ac­ 
tion and sane public opinion.” 
He pledged himself to “administer 
punishment wherever competent evi­ 
dence of guilt can be produced.” 
“That,” he said, “I am doing and 
propose to continue.” 
Blocs and minorities must not ex­ 
pect his help, the president said, in 
raiding the public treasury for money 
to carry out their projects. 
Declar­ 
ing that bills now before congress for 
projects backed by minorities would 
spell financial disaster to the nation if 
their $3,600,000,000 total was appro­ 
priated he said: 
“The law of service must be ap­ 
plied to this situation. At present our 
country does not have a great outlay 
of expense but a great application -of 
constructive economy.” 
He made in this connection a pass­ 
ing reference to the bonus but did 
not reveal his attitude on the insur­ 
ance bonus bill now in its final stages 
in congress. 
On taxes the 
president 
criticized 
congress for its failure “up to the 
present time accurately to comprehend 
and expeditiously to minister to the 
need of taxation reforms,” but said 
he believed in spite of this there would 
be tax reduction. 
He assailed the op­ 
ponents of the Mellon plan who, he 
said, 
were 
assuming 
the 
country 
wanted to evade the law of service 
and sought the benefits of government 
without paying for that government. 
He said the idea that taxes on the 
great mass of the people could be cut 
and more taxes' extracted from the 
rich was an unworkable principle. 
He assured his hearers that funda­ 
mentally America is sound, its gov­ 
ernment in honest hands and its busi­ 
ness “Including the owners, managers

Wasilew's Story 
Wasilew came to Cedar Rapids last 
October and plans to return to hi 
native land next summer. 
His story 
of the beginning of the revolution 
as interpreted, is as follows:

really bogan March 12, 1017. 
The 
action was hasty on account of the 
World war. 
The unrest of IS,OOO 
strikers stirred things up. 
They had 
an Impressive delegation at the Czar- 
skoje Duma Rodzianko, th e chairman 
of the (luma 
strongly 
upheld 
the 
workers, 
favored their recognition, 
and the g ra n tin g of their request for 
hig h e r wages. 
The strik ers to press 
th eir dem ands influenced a machina 
gun division made up of Pet cr burg 
workers to take their side. 
Amidst 
tho excitement th a t followed the cry 
was taken up that the czar should 
resign. 
The chairm an of th e durn a 
at once boarded a train to tile o u r- 
skirts of Petrograd to ask the czar 
who was just r e t u r n i n g from the 
W a rsa w front, to comply. 
“ The czar after a long arg u m e n t 
asked to bp allowed to enter Petro-, 


J cm d to consult his brother. Michael 
Alexandrovitch. 
He was warned not 
to attem pt that move but the czar 
with his family started toward the 
city until strik in g workers tore up 
the railroad, bringing the train to a 
stop. 
The czar was arrested. Police 
ami army men appealed to the m a ­ 
chine gun men for help but it was 
too late. 
T he machine gun men re ­ 
fused to shoot at their former fel­ 
low workers. 
The Fight Begins 


“Soldiers and pollee werepraetica!- 
ly out of control and amazed th a t 
the czar, descendant of a 
line of 
monarchs who had ruled Russia for 
more th an 300 years should be held 
a captive. 
The pollee with Russian 
priests and some of the czar’s secret 
service men obtained a m u s h e r of 
machine 
guns, 
mounted 
them 
on 
churches and other large buildings, 
and began firing on the m arching 
strikers. 
That 
started 
the battle. 
The czar announced that lie would 
resign if his brother could assume 
the 
throne. 
The 
18.000 
striker 
spread the word and a fight began 
that lasted seven days. 
In th e mean 
time, regular army men surrendered 
and joined the workmen 
"T he few men faithful to the m o n ­ 
arch 
called 
in 
regular 
arm y 
men 
from outside Petrograd and an at 
tempt was made to rescue him. 
Th 
strikers 
and 
deserters, 
fearful 
of 
punishment, formed a strong battle 
front to combat the regular troops. 
Prisons were opened and every pris­ 
sier asked to defend Petrograd. Gov­ 
ernment arsenals were opened, nm 
munition obtained and the battle i n ­ 
creased in intensity. 
The czar sent 
word to his arm y that 5,000 rubles 
would 
be paid 
to each 
man 
who 
would help to subdue the rebels. The 
battle ended March 21 with the czar’a 
army conquered." 
Cossacks Turn Tide 
H asty action and a complication 
of 
circumstances 
were 
responsible 
for 
the successful 
revolution, 
Mr. 
Wasilew said. At one instant, he add­ 
ed. 
he and 
his battalion 
had 
the 
workers and machine gun men fought 
to a standstill when to his surprise, 
the Cossacks rushed up on horses in 
full gallop and opened fire to tu rn the 
tide in favor of the revolutionists. 
The Cossacks were supposed to he 
true blue defenders of the czar. W o­ 
men soldiers outside Petrograd were 
the last ones to cease firing and for 
their punishm ent. Wasilew said, they 
were stripped and paraded th rough 
the city in arm y trucks. 
As to the merits of the revolution, 
Mr. Wasilew declares that time Is 
the greatest factor of all and the day 
will come when the revolution will 
be praised.

After having been stopped by Jack Dempsey and knocked out by the 
false alarm Siki, Carpentier finds himself a most sought-after boxer instead 
of a wasted hero. 
Promoters are fighting for ('arpentier’s confract and all of a sudden lo 
again becomes the most talked-of boxer in the country. Carpentier still has 
color and glamor to him and he is still a great drawing card. 
Recently a smart and experienced promoter was asked to explain what 
there was about Carpentier. who is only .'in ordinary fighter, that makes 
him such a card, and he replied: 
“He draws the women.” 
Carpentier, it is almost, certain, is coming out of retirement for the pri 
mary purpose of making money. 
Ile cannot lo* seeking more glory, as not.Ii 
ing he can do now will erase the defeats by Dempsey and Siki from his rec­ 
ord, and he can’t hope to defeat any of

Tunney refused to give up the bout and his reasons 
show how lucky Carpentier had been compared to some of the other fighters. 
"I’m the light heavyweight champion, whatever that means, and I have not 
had a chance to get a thing out of it," Tunney says. 
"I have had only two

I want to fight Carpentier be­ 
cause he’ll draw a house and I’ll get some real money for my end.

get Carpentier before Gibbons does, I’M never get him.
